ABSTRACT 

An automobile door checker includes a check plate, a shoe holder housed in 
a case, a shoe that is held by the shoe holder and slides on the check plate 
accompanying relative movement between the case and the check plate, and a 
check spring that resiliently urges the shoe holder toward the check plate in order to 
5 press the shoe against the check plate. The shoe is axially supported in the shoe 
holder so that the shoe can swing from a neutral position to forward and backward 
swing limits. The shoe is provided with return-to-neutral means for exhibiting a 
return force that makes the shoe return to the neutral position. The contact area 
between the shoe and the check plate is arranged so that the frictional force in the 
10 contact area becomes the smallest when the shoe reaches the shoe swing limits. 
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
